THE NEW TREAIY WITH JAPAN, 


Conciudsd With the United States ia All 
E-sential Features. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov 17.—The new 
treaty between fhe United States and Japan 
has been concluded in all its essential 
features. It remains only to determine minor 
details and phraseology. The instrument 
has not been formally signed and its actual 


execution may be delayed some days, 
although the understanding on all its terms 
is so complete that it might be concluded 
at once if the officials so desired. The great 
questions involved are those dealing with 
the treaty ports and immigration of Jap- 
anese to the United States. As to the 
former, the Japanese feel that their judi- 
cial system is now conducted on such mod- 
ern and enlightened. lines that it can be 
safely trusted in the trial of cases aris- 
ing at the treaty ports of Japan, in which 
Americans are parties. Heretofore the 
American Consular Courts in Japan have 
tried these cases. There is reason to be- 
lieve that Japan's desire will be recognized 
in the new treaty. But Japan wishes all 
countries to recognize this new judicial sys- 
tem at the same time. The treaty with 
this country will be the same as that 
recently concluded with Great Britain, pro- 
Viiding that the jurisdiction of Japanese 
cities over treaty ports will begin several 
years hence, probably 1899. As to the im- 
migration of Japanese to the United States 
recent unofficial advices from Japen state 
that the government will consent to any 
fair restriction this country wishes to im- 
pose, as the Japanese are said to have no 
anxiety to immigrate to this country in 
large numbers. Japan has also forbid- 
den its people to emigrate to a country 
against the local laws of that country, so 
that no Japanese could come here under 
the alien laws. Aside from this special 
feature the chief significance of the new

identification. 

Then, having to all appearances been dead 
for four of five days before discovery. 
The 8 called it a death caused 
by burns accidentally received. After the 
body had been buried in the potter's field, 
a communication was received by the Fi- 
delity Mutual Life Association, dated St. 
Louis, and signed by an attorney of that 
place, J. D. Howe. It stated that he had 
seen the death in a Philadelphia newspaper 
and that he represented the dead man’s 
widow. The letter further stated that the 
real name of the deceased was Pitzel, bene- 
ficiary of the company, the name of Perry 
having been assumed on account of the fi- 
nancial difficulties in Tennessee. The at- 
torney’s request for blanks to make the 
usual claim was refused by the company, 
but it Was sent to the general manager in 
Chicago, where the policy had been issued 
for a description of the man who took it 
out. 

The policy had been issued through the 
agency of a reputable’ business man, but 
when he was on the stand he referred them 
to H. H. Holmes, who had a desk in the 
same building with the deceased in Chi- 
cago during the World’s Fair. 

Holmes could not be found, but in a few 
days the officer received a letter from 
Holmes, offering to come to Chicago if his 
expenses were paid. The next day. how- 
ever, Holmes wrote to the Philadelphia of- 
fice, stating that he had learned that the 
death was in Philadelphia, and that, as he 
expected to be in Baltimore soon, he would 
stop in Philadelphia. 

In the meanwhile, Attorney Howe ap- 
peared in Philadelphia, accompanied by a 
young girl, whom he represented as the 
daughter of the dead man. He also pro- 
duced a letter of introduction to Superin- 
tendent of Police Linden from a former Dis- 
trict Attorney of St. Louis, and Superin- 
tendent Linden sent him to the President of 
the Insurance company. It was then decid- 
ed to exhume the body, which was done by 
the officials of the Coroner. The officials of 
the company were satisfied, and the body 
was reburied, and Attorney Howe received 
the $10,000 represented as the sum due 
Mrs. Pitzel. 

The insurance company never doubted the 
truth of the identification, although they 
had a belief that the case was one of mur- 
der rather than accident. A month ago, 
however, one of the company’s ents, 
while in St. Louis, became cognizant of 
some of the facts and he formulated the 
story of conspiracy. Working on slight 
clues, he discovered that Holmes and 
Howe, who, in Philadelphia, had denied 
knowledge of each other, had been related 
in the character of lawyer and client in a 
case where Holmes had been arrested under 
the name of H. M. Howard, for obtaining 
goods under false pretenses. Then it was 
found that Holmes and Pitzel had been in 
business together in Chicago during the 
World's Fair, where they conducted a hotel 
with secret rooms, in which they hid goods 
obtained by swindling merchants. e 
place was called the World’s Fair Hotel 
and stood at 701 Sixty-third street. While 
there they assumed the names of Campbell, 
Yates & Company. 

While here. Pitzel took out a policy with 
the surety Company, and Holmes followed 
his example a month later, both giving notes 
for the payment of the premium. Finally 
detectives were put on the case, and Holmes 
was chased all over the country. The 
mother of the supposed dead man was 
found, and, from minute descriptions of the 
dead man, it appeared that the corpse was 
not his. In the meantime, it was diseovered 
that Holmes’ real name was Hermann Mug- 
det, and that his home was in New Hamp- 
shire. His aliases were legion. He is known 
in New York, Chicago, Fort Worth, St. 
Loufs and amost every other big city. 

Then it was earned that Pitzel and Holmes 
obtained, by some means or other, a corpse 
from the New York Hospital, brought it 
here, surrounded it by the evidences of a 
violent death in the Callowhill street house 
and obtained the $10,000, as above described.

Health Commissioner Homan, who has 
taken a keen interest in the agitation be- 
gun by the “Post-Dispatch” for cheaper 
bread, yesterday called attention to the 
profits made by the municipal bake shop 
during the past year, a detailed statement 
of which is presented in the annual report 
of the Health Department, issued during 
the past week. 

Formerly the city entered into a contract 
at the beginning of each year with one or 
more of the large wholesale bakers for 
large quantities of bread to be supplied 
daily to the various public institutions. 
But owing to a combination that existed 
among the bakers it was impossible to ob- 
tain a good guality of bread for what was 
considered a reasonable price, and in order 
to insure a wholesome supply for its char- 
ity charges and at the same time protect 
itself from extortionate contractors. th 
Health Department officials decided to open 
A bake Bhop at the City Poor House and 
bake for the city a sufficisnt quantity of 
bread to supply all of the public hospitals 
as well as oe pone department. 

During the Yart Tals tabeteap take 

uring the year Ss bakeshop turni 
1,285,738 pounds of b and the — 
tions of Grand Jurors and reports of offi- 
cials who are in charge of the different 
institutions show that it is as good if not 
better bread than the institutions ever had. 

Of the total product, 339,097 pounds went 
to the Workhouse, 390,139 pounds to the 
Poor House, 134,241 pounds to the City Hos- 
pital, 164,312 pounce to the Jail, 7,350 pounds 
to the police, 53,786 pounds to the fem le 
Hospital and .196,813 pounds to the Insane 
Asylum. The price paid by each institution 
was 2% cents a pound, the lowest price 
that the city ever paid for its bread supply. 

The bakeshop is run in a practical Cust. 
ness way, and is as independent as though’ 
it was entirely a private enterprise, It has 
a force of five experienced bakers, to whom 
are paid regular wages, the same as though 
they worked for one of the wn town 
bakeries.

BRISSOURI'S VOTE. 
The official count of Missouri’s vote in 
the November election shows that the 


and that the Republican victory was due 
to nothing but the absence of the Demo- 
cratic voters from the polis. 

The Democratic vote was 226,547, or 41,- 
858 less than in 1892, while the Republicaa 
vote was 220,641 or 1,905 more than in 1892, 
and the Populist vote was 42,463 or 1,25 
more than in 1892. g 

These figures tell plainly the fact that 
there were not less than 50,000 Democratic 
voters enough displeased with their party 
to stay at home on election day and let 
the Republicans carry Missouri, but not 
enough displeased with their party to vote 
any other ticket. Probably 100,000 of the 
Democrats who did vote were no better 
pleased with the party’s work, but did 
not hold their State ticket responsible for 
the failure in Washington, and were 
therefore enrolled with the 226,600 who 
were not willing to let the Republicans 
carry the State under any circumstances. 

What Missouri’s vote will be in 1896 de- 
pends upon the political history of the 
interim and upon the issues to be evolved 
therefrom. If these should drive, either 
into the Pepulist or into the Re- 
publican party, all the Democratic 
voters who took to the woods in 
this election, the Republicans will get 
Missouri’s electoral votes in 1898. They 
can getthem only by winning 45,000 or 
50,000 voters from the Pops and Demo- 
crats, or by reason of another grand 
slump on the Democratic side. Under 
Cleveland we have witnessed the most 
-cauvpricing- party slump yet recorded in 
our political history and there may be an- 


other or worse one in 1896. 


THE GERMAN SITUATION. 


The death of one Czarand the accession 
of another has drawn public attention so 


entirely to Russia that thesituation in 
Germany is practically ignored for the 
time being. Yet it is far more interesting 
and far more critical than that of Russia. 
There is a reasonable certainty that 
Nicholas II. will, for the present at. least, 
make no serious departure from the lines 
laid down by Alexander III., but whether 
he does or not, and whatever he does short 
of political madness, his throne will not 
be shaken, much less overtarned. Ab- 
solutism has its advantages, for the ruler 
if not for the ruled. 

There is neither reasonable ner unrea- 
sonable certainty what Emperor William 
wilido next. He honestly believes him- 
self a heaven-born genius in the art of 
government, and when heaven-born gen- 
juses—of his caliber—are placed in such 
high positions, what they may do heaven 
only knows. In this case, only one thing 
seems quite clear: That William intends, 
so far as possible, to be his own Prime 
Minister and his own Cabinet. He dis- 
missed Bismarck because Bismarek had 
forgotten more than he ever knew, and 
was disposed to actaccordingly. He dis- 
missed Caprivi because he ventured 
to differ with him on certain political 
questions in which it is tolerably safe to 
assume that the Minister was atleast as 
wise, if not wiser, than his master. .That 
the present incumbent is expected to be 
less inclined to do his own thinking than 
either of his predecessors, there is no 
room to doubt; but as the majority of men 
of 75 aré proverbially obstinate in their 
ideas, it is barely possible that Prince 
Hohenlohe may, soooner or later, decline 
to be a mere register of the 
ideas of the Emperor, and thereby 
necessitate another change where there 
have already been too many. 

But this is of comparatively small con- 
sequence. What is of the greatest con- 
sequence is the controlling motive of these 
and other changes. William II., it will 
be remembered, began his reign by an 
oratorical apostrophe to the great war- 
chiefs of the House of Brandenburg' and 
an unmistakable intimation that be had 
inherited their powers as weil as their 
crown. This significant beginning has 
been appropriately supplemented in va- 
rious speecbes and proclamations since, 
so the great war-chief’’ bee is evidently 
still buzzing in the imperial bennet—and 
loudly enough, it would seem, to prevent 
the imperial ear from hearing the ‘signifi- 
cant mutterings of a coming storm.

THE NEW ERGLAND PURITAN 

With Hawthorne's ‘*Twice Told Tales“ 
and Scarlet Letter“ began the portrayal 
of that distinctive New England charac- 
ter—that Puritan type which has had so 
much to do in making, and sometimes 
marring, our national life and history. 

But Hawthorne, owing to the essentially 
romantic period of literature to which he 
belonged, as well as to his own imaginat- 
ive nature, dealt only with the Puritans of 
former times, when the land was theirs 
and the fullness, or rather the emptiness 
thereof. He gives gloomy descriptions of 
the people, whose public festivals would 
be in other lands taken for occasions of 
public mourning,’’ yet clothes them in 
such a poetic garb that it robs the picture 
of nearly all its repulsiveness. 

In these days of realistic art Mary Wil- 
kins, a New England genius, has com- 

leted to the minutest detail the portrayal 
of that character sketched by Haw- 
thorne’s magic pen. Her latest book, 
„Pembroke. is more than fiction. Like 
Zola’s ‘‘Downfall,’’ it is history—a 
history of the mind of the people of that 
section of our country. One is often re- 
minded of Zola’s best work in reading 
this book. These people, abstemious, 
thrifty, virtuous, almost ascetic in their 
lives, with wills of iron which sometimes 
will not even let them do what they want 
to, wills that can not be shaken by any 
suffering of others or even of themselves, 
seem as if they had a plece of Plymouth 
Rock instead of a heart.’’ Nothing can 
move them to go back on what they have 
said, even it it were spoken in haste or 
anger, for that would make them un- 
true to themselves. They are good 
iliustrations of the saying of the witty 
Frenchman, that Virtue is often more 
dangerous than vice because it has no re- 
straint of consctence. Or one might say 
that their conscience becomes  use- 
less, from its very excess, like 
an athlete who is muscle bound.“ Yet 
these people are capable of the greatest 
kindness and charity—and self sacrifice— 
whenever their ‘‘duty’’ and will do not 
stand in the way. 

Mary Wilxins’ work arouses the deepest 
interest in the render, but one feels all the 
time that New Hngland isa good country | 
to get out of?’ and does not wonder that 
a stream of Puritan emigrants have poured 
into the Northwest, where their virtues 
formed sturdy material for the develop- 
ment of the oguntry and the support of 
political parties founded on self-right- 
eousness and a disposition to meddle with 
the affairs of other people, of course for 
their good, but with no restraint of 
conecience.’’

The President realizes the force of de- 
claration made by ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury McCulloch, that the Government, 
in trying to maintain its reserve by bond 
issues, was Hke a man jumping from a 
precipice and expecting to stop half way 
down. 
In other words, bond issues must be 
stopped and some other method provided 
for checking the increase in the govern- 
ment debt, to maintain a reserve. 

Various Tropositions were presented at 
yesterday’s Cabinet meeting, but all the 
members of the President’s council were in 
accord as to the wisdom and necessity of 
the. government divorcing itself as far as 
possible from the banking business. Mr. 
Cleveland belleves that if the government 
is pressed ‘for the replenishment of its 
cash, it is better to facilitate a loan that is 
interconvertible in and redeemable at the 
option, rather than a bond issue with a 
fixed tenure and bearing a comparatively 
high rate of interest. 

Ambassador Bayard, who has made a

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FOR BIG DAMAGES 


Suits Begun Against Railroads by St. 
Louis Drayage Co. 


The St. Louis Drayage Company yester- 
day afte n filed a suit in the Circuit 
Court, ing $150,000 damages from the 
St. Louis, Alton and Terre Haute Railroad 
for alleged discrimination. 

Mr. Frank F. Henseler, president of the 
St. Louis Drayage Company, when seen at 
nin Dome, 269% orth Jefferson avenue, by 
a “Post-Dispatch” reporter last night, 
detailed his reasons for filing suit for such 
heavy damages as follows: “The St. Louis, 
Alton and Terre Haute, or the ‘Cairo Short 
Lire’ as it is better known, has unjustly dis- 
criminated against us in this way: It pays 
the St. uis Transfer Company from 4 to 
80 cents por one hundred pounds for trans- 
ferring freight from St. Louis to East 
St. Louis and vice versa. It pays the bridge 
companies and the Wiggins Perry Compa- 
ny from 2 to ö cents ner 100 pounds for the 
same work, and it not only refuses to 
pay our company or any other local vehicle 
owner these prices, but absolutely refuses 
to give any work at all to any other com- 
pany. But the ‘Cairo Short Line’—or rather 
the St. Louis, Alton and Terre Haute Rail- 
road—is not the only line that ts guilty of 
this discrimination. The L. & N., the Air 
Line, the M. & G., the Miasourl Pacific, 
the Iron Mountain, the Frieco, are all in 
the same boat and operate under the di- 
rections of the Southern Freight Commit- 
tee. his committee has entered into an 
agreement to throw all its transfer work 
to the companies mer tioned—the St. Louis 
Transfer Co., bridge company and the Wis- 
Eins Ferry Company. We are not the only 
sufferers from this combine, every vehicle 
owrer and every merchant who ships or 
receives freight in St. Louis being victime 
of this unjust discrimination. 

“All these roads advertise to ship freight 
for the same price to St. Louis and East 
St. Louis from common points. By com- 
mon points I mean points that can be 
reached both from St. Louis and East St. 

ouis by rail, say Memphis or New Or- 
leans for example. The combine having 
roads on each side of the river make con- 
nections by the transfer companies men- 
tioned and thus exclude us from getting any 
chance at the transfer work. 

“They say their object indoing this is to 
abolish store delivery. To obtain this de- 
sideratum they pay the company from 4 
to 30 cents to deliver freight to the St. Louis 
Transfer Company’s warehouse, but will 
only pay them 2 cents per hundred if they 
deliver it to the consignee. Now this is 
certainly evidence that there is a combine 
between the railroad companies and the 
transfer company. Else why would they 
pay the transfer company less for more 
work? I know their obiect is not to kill 
the store delivery, but to kill opposition, 
as they arranged a store delivery tween 
here and Belleville as soon as I threatened 
to run a line of teams between these points. 

“I filed suit some eight months ago 

against the L. & N. for $150,000 damages, 
and when the case was heard the other 
day the railroad company admitted that 
the reason it gave all its freight handline 
to the St. Louis Transfer Company was be- 
cause it had an agreement with that com- 
— to do so. Now I propose to test the 
egality of that agreement and I do not 
think the courts will hold as legal an 
agreement that gives this company a vir- 
tual. monopoly, propose to file suits for 
gry heavy damages against each one 
of the railroads in the pool and I think I 
will get damages from each one too. 
“You can see the hardship this combine 
works on our company and on évery other 
vehicle owner, shipper and receiver. If the 
transfer company takes freight to any of 
their depots the railroad employes unioad 
the freight from their w ns and loud it 
in the train. If we take freight there we 
have to handle it ourselves.”

WHISKY AND CIGARETTES IN THE ROOM 
AND HIS POCKETS EMPTIED. 


The Adjctning Roemer Smetied Gaz and 
Raug ter a Bell Boy, Bat as Nene 
Came He Dressed, Went Inte the Mall 
awd Met Auether Guest—They Breke 
Opem the Room and Fousd Patten 
Nearly Dead. 


Shortly after 1 clock this morning a 
man giving his name as T. R. Patton, and 
his residence this city, was found in his 
room at the St. James Hotel partly as- 
phyxiated from the gas which was pour- 
ing in a steady stream from the only jet 
in the room. 

The discovery was made by Alex Hoag- 
land of Lincoln, Neb., a guest at the hotel, 
who occupied the adjoining room. 


Mr. Hoagland stated that about 12:30 he 
felt a stifling, choking sensation and at 
the same time noticed a strong smell of 
gas which he traced as coming through 
the keyhole of the door which separated 
his room from the one occunied by Patton. 

He states that he rang the bell in his 
room in order to notify the office, and after 
waiting about half an hour and no one 
answering his summons he arose from bed 
and dressing himself went down and noti- 
fied the clerk on duty. A porter was sent 
up stairs to investigate and after repeated- 
ly knocking at the door and gaining no re- 
sponse, Sam Green, a member of Field & 
Hanson's theatrical troupe, who had ar- 
rived on the scene, mounted a chair and 
broke the transom over the door. When 
this was done the gas poured forth into 
the haliway in such volume as to almost 
smother Green who climbed through the 
aperture over the door and unlocked it 
from the inside. 

Patton was found lying in bed, clothed in 
his underclothes, unconscious and breath- 
ing heavily. The burner of the gas jet had 
been removed and the gas was pouring forth 
in a steady stream fully half an inch in 
thickness 

Thomas B. Miller, the proprietor of the 
hotel, was hastily notified, and he at once 
started to find a physician; but it was over 
half an hour before a doctor arrived. Inthe 
meanwhile, the guests in that part of the ho- 
tel had been a prised of what was going on, 
and they floc ced | ints the hall and stood 
about the door of the room, gazing at the 
unconscious form on the bed. 

Dr. Turnbull, of 603 Walnut street. at last 
arrived, and, efter making an examination 
und administered stimulants hypodermic- 
ally, expressed his opinion that the man 
would die. 

Patton registered at the hotel dur- 
ing the evening and was assigned to 
Room 108. He had no baggage whatever. 

Hie wore a heavy brown ulster, black 
cheviot coat and vest, light trousers and 
a black and white strip shirt. A bottle 
of whisky nearly emptied was — on the 
package of cigarettes lay 
on the front of thé bed. A half-smoked 
cigarette lay on the bed spread just below 
the man's head indicating that he had 
either fallen asleep or lost consciousness 
while smoking 

The Director * gives the name of a Thomas 
R Patton as living at 20185 Wash street. 
No one about the hotels ever remembers 
sceing the man before he registered there 
yesterday evening. 

Patton was apparently about 35 years old, 
had a short beard of a dark-brown color, 
and the first three fingers of his right hand 
are missing. 

A reporter called at 21814 Wash street 
and was told that no one named Patton 
lived at that number or in the vicinitr. 
The policeman on the biock said that a man 
named Patton used to live there but moved 
away.

DR. BRIGGS’ BOOK. 


Features of His Latest Work, The 
Messiah of the Gospels.“ 


A SPECIAL STUDY OF THE SROOND 
ADVENT OF CHRIST. 


His Views On the Immaculate Cenception 
Wilk Call Out Much Critisism—What 
Is said ef the Resurrection--Other 
Wotabie Chapters. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—A synopsis of the 
latest work of Prof. Chas. A. Briggs of 
the Union Theological Seminary appears 
in a local paper. The book, Messiah of 
the Gospels,“ is intended to follow Messi- 
anic Prophesy,“ which caused so much 
comment when published in 138. It was 
the intention of Dr. Briggs to publish 
The Messiah of the Gospels’’ in 1887, 
but the changes of heresy were brought 
at that time, and he was compelled to de- 
fer publication until now: The dedication 


runs as follows: 
To Henry Preserved Smith, True Schol- 


ar, Faithful Friend and Brave Companion 
in Holy Warfare, this book is dedicated in 
sympathy and love.“ 

In his last book Dr. Briggs has entered 
minutely into a discussion of the second 
advent. He is convinced that the faith of 
the church of the day is defective in its 
lack of comprehension of the reigning 
Christ, and in-its neglect of the second ad- 
vent of our Lord. The chapters upon im- 
maculate conception will perhaps call for 
the most criticism. He says: 

“The . Virgin was residing in 
Nazareth of Galillee, betrothed to Joseph 
of the royal line of David, the heir of the 
Messianic promises of the Old Testiment. 
The time for the marriage had not vet 
come. God had a higher appointment for 
her to fulfill as the virgin mother of the 


essiah. 

“The virgin conception of Jesus as an- 
nounced by the archangel, is not to be in- 
terpreted as if it were a miracle in violation 
of the laws of nature, but rather as 
brought about by God himself present in 
Theophany. 

The words of the angel imply a Theo- 

hanic presence, though it might be urged 
that the coming of the spirit upon her was 
an invisible coming after the analogy after 
many passages of the Old Testament; yet 
the Parallel statement that the divine pow- 
er overshadowed her cannot be so inter- 


reted. 

Phils annunciation represents the con- 

ception of Jesus as due to a Theophany. It 

does not rotate the doctrine of his pre- 
existence, although that doctrii.e is a 1 

gitimate inference. It represents an eariy 

stage of New Testament Christology. It 

a step beyond the Paulism of 

e to the Corinthians. It implies 

ing more than the sending in by birth 

t by the Epistle to the Gallatians and 

to the Romans.

PARIS, Nov. i17.—However great the 
power of legend, history eventually 
triumphs over it. The next num- 
ber of the Paris Revue Historique, 
the leading French magazine of history, 
will contain an article which seems to 
establish at last, beyond dispute, the iden- 
tity of that famous prisoner of the Bastile, 
known as “The Man with the Iron Mask.“ 
This unravels at last one of the apparently 
hopeless mysteries of history. 

Since this mysterious captive died nearly 
twocenturies ago, enough books have been 
written about him to fill a library. The 
first account of his imprisonment was 
printed at Amsterdam in 1745, and was in 
the form of an allegory, the scene*of which 
was laid in Persia. In 1751 the great Vol- 
taire, who had the best nose for interest- 
ing news of any man in the eighteenth 
century, revived the tale in his Age of 
Louis XIV,” published at Berlin in 1751. 
He added much interesting ormation 
which he obtained at first hand, Yor during 
his life he was intimately acquainted with 
most of the personages of this romantic 
drama. But Voltaire never allowed the 
truth to stand in his way when he had 
the foundation for an interesting story, 
which accounts for his entertaining fiction 
regarding the identity of the Mask, that 
by some has been accepted as fact. 

The unknown captive is described as 
tall and of distinguished bearing. The 
mask he wore was of black velvet, the 
chin piece being fitted with steel sprigs, 
— enabled him to eat without remov- 
ng it.

sions. 

On his way back from Paris Mattioli 
sold the secret of the treaty to President 
Turki, one of the ministers of the Court 
of Savoy, for a large sum of money, and 
allowed him to take copies of all the 
documents. After this act of treachery, it 
is not surprising that Mattioli should do 
his utmost to delay the ratification and 
fulfillment of the treaty. The French were 
naturally eager to complete the transac- 
tion and take possession of Casale. Their 
negotiator and their General were both 
ready, but Mattioli sent fitting excuses 
for postponing the final act, until suspi- 
Lions began to be entertained concerning 
his fidelity. 

Nevertheless, appearances were kept up 
and an appointment was eventually made 
to exchange the ratifications at Increa, a 
village near Casale, the Duke repairing 
in person to Casale to deliver it into the 
hands of the French immediately after- 
wards. But D’Estrades, the French envoy 
charged with the ratification, was arrested 
as he passed through the Milanese from 
Venice, owing to the machinations of Mat- 
tioll, it was supposed, and although an- 
other person, Catinat (afterwards the cel- 
ebrated marshal) was instantly appointed 
to supply the arrested envoy’s place, Mat- 
tioli betook himself to Venice instead of 
keeping the appointment at Increa. Cat- 
inat, who was then but a brigadier, actu- 
ally proceeded to Increa, and narrowly es- 
caped being seized by a detachment of 
oe sent for the purpose of capturing

After his death the utmost care was 
taken to destroy every vestige of his ex- 
istence. . that he had been 
in the habit of using, his clothes, bed- 
ding, etc., was burnt. The walls of his 
room were scraped and replastered, the 
window panes were changed, and, ac- 
cording some authorities, the body 
itself was consumed with quicklime.

Mattioli with that masked prisoner who 
entered the Bastile that September after- 
noon nearly 200 years > 

The order of Louis V., dated April , 
1679, to arrest Mattioli and imprison him 
at Pignerol contains these words: No 
one must know what becomes of this man.“ 
Catinat afterwards wrote to Luvols, the 
French Minister of War: No one knows 
the name of this knave, not even the offi- 
cers who aided in his arrest.“ Finally an 
Italian pamphlet published in 1682, two 
years after the event and—this is important 
—fifty years before the identity of the Mask 
began to be much discussed, says: The 
Secretary of State (Mattioli) was surround- 
ed by ten or twelve troopers, who seized, 
masked and carried him to Pignerol. 

It is established by the prison register 
of the Bastille that the masked man was 
“a prisoner whom St. Mars had had with 
him for many years at Pignerol.“ In 
August, 1681, St. Mars resigned the govern- 
orship of Pignerol for that of Exiles. At 
that time all the prisoners except five who 
had been under his surveillance when he 
took charge were either dead or at liberty. 
This point is well established. The five 
were: Dauger and La Riviere, servants of 
Foucquet, who had been Louis XIV’s Su- 

rintendent of Finance, and who was con- 

mned for speculation and imprisoned at 
Pignerol, where he died; an insane Jacobin, 
a man named Dubreil, and, finally, Mat- 
tioli, the masked man, must necessarily 
have been one of these five, 
died December, 1686, the mad Jacobin died 
towards the end of 1693. St. Mars took 
Dauger with him to Exiles and the masked 
man was transferred directly from Pig- 
nerol to Isles Sainte Marguerite. There re- 
mained but Dubreil, whose arrest had been 
made publicly and about whose imprison- 
ment there was no mystery. He was a 
petty spy, such as they seized in those 
days in Alsace and in the Palitinate. Thus 
it is mathematically proved that the Mask 
was Mattioli. 1 

The masked prisoner was buried Nov. 
20, 1798, in the Cemetery of St. Paul. M. 
Pierre Bertrand, the learned Librarian of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, has found 
upon the burial register of that date the 
record of the interment of Mattioli, Secre- 
tary of State to the Duke of Mantua. 

Louis XIV. once told Mme. de Pompa- 
dour, who repeated to the Duc de Choiseul, 
that the Man with the Iron Mask” had 
been an Italian Minister of State; and 
Louis XIV. stated to Marie Antoinette 
that he knew nothing of the mysterious 
risoner, except that Maurepas, the old 
— of State at the Maison du Roi, 
had once assured him that he was simply 
a prisoner who was very dangerous from 
his intriguing spirit; that he was a subject 
of the Duke of Mantua, and had been ar- 
rested upon the frontier, kept captive at

The United States patent for the dison 
Incandescent lamp expired yesterday and 
its expiration will likely terminate an im- 
mense amount of litigation throughou: the 


entire country. 
On January 27, 1880, the patent in ques- 


tion was granted to Thomas A. Edison. 
Ordinarily a United States patent runs 17 
years, but under the statute of limitations 
its duration is limited to the time of any 
similar patent previously issued in a for- 
eign country. This provision was made to 
permit any patent from becoming free in 
any other country before the United States. 
On November 17, 1879, a —.— was issued 
in Canada for an incandescent * sim- 
ilar to Edison's apparatus and this had 
the effect of making Edison’s United States 
patent cease yesterday, as Canadian pat- 
ents are granted for only 15 years. 

Four years ago the Eidison Company 
combined, it is said, with the Thompson- 
Houston Company under the title oi the 
General I-lectric Company and made war 
on all the other companies manufacturing

. BRUTAL TURKS. 


Butchery of Armenians As Bad As ths 
Bulgarian Atrocities. 


Special Cable te the Fest-Dispatch.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The terrible mas- 
sacre of the Armenians by the Turkish 
soldiers and Kurdish tribesmen horrified 
the English public, but there has been no 
such indignant outburst from the Liberal 
press as followed the discovery of the 
Bulgarian atrocities, which these butch- 
erles equal in enormity and magnitude. 
The World and Post-Dispatch represen- 
tative talked with Mr. Hagopian, Presi- 
dent of the Armenian Patriotic Association, 
through whom the account of the massacre 
reached the press. 

He complained that whereas the Daily 
News would not even publish full descrip- 
tions from Bitlis, the Times sought to min- 


imize and discredit the particulars because 
the letter was anonymous and undated. 
He declared it would be equivalent to a 
sentence of death on the writer if his name 
were divu „ as the Turkish authorities 
would mark him down. He told the cor- 
respondent that the account proceeded not 
from any Armenian, but from an Ameri- 
can missionary stationed near the scene of 
the massacre. The letter had not been 
entrusted to the Turkish post, where it 
would be certain of stoppage, as after 
outrages of this description the Turkish 
officials devoted all their energies to pre- 
venting communication with Europe. But 
for the cou of the American mission- 
ries who had at considerable risk sent 
his account beyond the frontier by hand, 
aided by friendly merchants, nothing 
would have been heard of these atrocities 
for months. 

From his personal experience of Turkish 
savagery in Armenia and from confidence 
in the source from which the account came, 
he absolutely relied on its accuracy. As 
to the proposed issue of a, commission 
cf enquiry by the Sultan, he placed no re- 
liance on its utility, unless condacted under 
international supervision, and accompanied 
by full guarantees that the witnesses 
should not be murdered afterward by 
Turkish officials.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Similarity of name 
and conduct suggests that the Clarence W. 
Clark, self-styled .‘champion bicyclist of 
the world” and holder of a $35,000 diamond 
belt, whose recent .elopment with Miss 
Gertrude Hutchins at Denver created some- 
thing of a sensation in the West, is the | 
same Clarence W. Clark, who, as alleged, 
entered four years ago upon a career of 
deception that has involved others as well 
as himself. 

The relator of the following narrative 
is convinced of the identity of the Denver 
Clark with the young New Yorker. Ac- 
cording to this story, Clark, in September, 
1890, secured an introduetion to Miss S. A. 
Lawrence of Harlem. Clark was then in 
his 18th year. He represented himself as 
coming of wealthy parents, and as ex- 
pecting to be-a physician in a New York 
hospital. The introduction resulted in the 
marriage of Miss Lawrence and young 
Clark on September 20, 1890, the ceremony 
being 8 by the Rev. Mr. Rirch 
of the Eleventh street Methodist Church. 

Mrs. Clark very soon discovered that her 
youthful husband’s pretensions were false 
and that he was without means of sup- 
porting her. In fact from the day of the 
marriage the young couple were compelled& 
to live with the Lawrence family, Clark's" 
relatives refusing to aid him, owing to the 
many he nad gotten into before 

; When Mrs. wrence, the 
bride’s mother, discovered the condition of 
affairs, she called on Clark’s family and it 
was agreed that steps should be taken at 
once to have the marriage annulled. Al- 
though the Lawrence family had moved to 
Jersey City in the interval, where they re- 
side at present, the suit was to be brought 
before the Supreme Court in this eftz 
The action was to have deen begun May 
15, 1891, but before that date young Clark 
disappeared and the suit was dropped. 
Nothing was seen or heard of him for al- 
most two years. 

In the early part of 1893 he made his 
appearance at the home of the Lawrence's 
and cooly asked his wife to live with him 
again. His request was refused and again 
he disappeared. His last visit to his wife 
was in August of this year. She chanced 
to be out when he called and Mrs. Lawrence 
received him. Clark renewed his entreaties 
that he might be permitted to live with 
his wife. Again he was refused. Then he 
admitted that the real purpose of his visit 
was to make arrangements for securing 
a divorce through a Court in another State, 
that he might marry a young lady in 
Brooklyn, to whom he was then engaged. 
He left the house, promising to return, 
but failed to appear and nothing has been 
heard from him since.

The trial of Patrick Condon for the kill- 
ing of John Schempp was brought to a close 
in the Criminal Court last night and the 
case given to the jury. After being ott 
fcr an hour and a nalf without having 
reached @ verdict, Judge Green adjourned 
court until 9 o’clock this morning to allow 
them to bring it in in case they: reached 
one over night. 

On the night of March 17 last Schempp was 
beater by Condon on the sidewalk outside 
of Cafferata’s saloon, at Eleventh and Pine 
streets, and died some days later. Schempp 
was foreman at Earl's livery stable, which 
is also at Eleventh and Pine streets, on the 
diagonal corner from where the assault was 
committed. He and Condon had trouble be- 
fore, it was alleged, and Condon claimed 
that Schempp had assaulted him some time 
previous Condon is a horseshoer, and had 
a shop in the vicinity, and formerly did the 
shoeing for Earle’s stable. It was testified 
to that Condon sent a boy into the stable to 
tell Schempp that some one wanted to see 
him in Cafferata’s saloon. 

Schempp went over to the saloon, accord- 
ing to the testimony, and as he was about 
to enter the door, Condon struck him 
with a club and knocked him down and 
also struck him after he was down With the 
club. Schempp, it would seem, according 
to the testimony, did not see Condon until 
the latter struck him. Schempp’s wounds 
were dressed at the dispensary and he was 
sent to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, 
where he died. The case has been on trial 
for three days. The facts brought out in 
the evidence are the same substantially as 
published at the time of the killing. The 
assault was witnessed by several persons, 
consisting of women of the neighborhood 
and some men. Condon claimed that he did 
not intend to kill Schempp, but to give him 
a good beating, as Schempp had once him. 

Judge Green of De Soto, Mo., who was 
appointed a special judge to try the case, 
Judge Edmunds having been disqualified, 
instructed the jury for murder in the first 
or second degree, manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree or acquittal. The evidence was 
all in at 5 p. m. and a recess was taken un- 
til 7 p. m., when the arguments were made. 
The defense set up was self defense. It 
was denied that Condon sent for Schempp. 
It was claimed that he sent for another 
man whom Condon thought, it was alleged, 
was acting as foreman. Testimony was 
offered that e had threatened to 
shoot Condon on sig t and the contention 
was made that Condon on seeing Schempp 
attacked him in order not to give Schempp 
the opportunity to carry out his alleged 
threat. The case Was given to the jury at

FINNEGAN’S DEATH. 


The Well-Knewn Cabman te Be Laid te 
Rest in Calvary. 


Wm. Finnegan, the well-known hackman, 
who died at his home on Friday, will be 
buried at Calvary Cemetery this after- 


noon. Nearly every cabman in the city 
and many of his host of acquaintances 
will attend the funeral from his late resi- 
dence, 1899 Biddle street. Finnegan’s death 
was the subject of comment by hundreds 
of the downtown Bohemians yesterday 
and last night. His demise was unexpected, 
for up to a week ago he was at his stand 
near the corner of Sixth and Olive, hale 
and happy and ‘apparently healthy.

Sitting Bull captured Grouard when the 
latter was a mail rider between Fort Hall 
and Fort Peck, and was just 19 years old. 
In a deep gulch between Fort Peck and 
Milk River the Indians had waited for him, 
knowing he would pess there that day. 
“The snow was coming from the south 
right in my face, said Grouard. I had on 
a buffalo overcoat, a handkerchief around 
my neck and big buffalo mitts on my hands, 
tied at the elbows. I was riding one horse 
and leading another. There had been no 
indieations of Indians at all. I was not 
looking for any. Just as I started up out 
of the gulch an Indian hit me. I was pulled 
from the horse. hey already had my gun. 
I never thought of using it. I was rattled, 
or something. We fought in the gulch. 
One of the Indians was trying to kill me 
with my own gun. I was ayy another 
Indian between us. Another Indian rode up 
on horseback and said something to the one 
who who was trying to shoot me. He had 


who had the gun, knocking him down. That 
stopped the fight.

before. I could not understand them. They 
talxed among themselves. There were 
fourteen Indians. The leader, who had 
knocked the other Indian down, made a 
motion to me that he was going. I could 
understand his signs. I got on a horse and 
we started to the mouth of Milk River. On 
the way to the Indian village I learned the 
leader's name. It was Sitting Bull.’ 

The captive was saved from torture and 
death by Sitting Bull, who adopted him as 
his brother. 
gave up all hope of immediate escape and 
decided to become an Indian to all outward 
appearances, though the hope of escape 
never left him entirely. He endured all the 
self-inflicted tortures of the Sioux, and in 
time came to be fully trusted by them, al- 
though there was alwa one faction of 
Sitting Bull's camp against him. During 
the six years that followed his capture he 
lived as an Indian and almost forgot the 
customs and language of his native race. 

In 1875 Grouard escaped from the Indians, 
and in a short time led the troops against 
them in their mountain fastnesses. His 
life as a scout has been full of daring ad- 
ventures and hairbreadth escapes. He was 
in many of the battles of the Indian war 
and has rendered invaluable service to the 
government as a scout. The esteem in 
which he is held was expressed by Gen. 
Crook in his. official. correspondence with 
the War Department, when he said: 1 
would rather lose a third of my command 
than Frank Grouard.““ The Sibley scouting 
party was surrounded by 10,000 Indians, but 
under the leadership of Grouard and Big 
Bat the twenty-five officers and soldiers oe 
caped.

Since this was so, then 
attention— which was nothing more or less 
than the action of the will upon the-intel- 
lect in the form of self-control and self- 
concentration—was ble of being im- 
proved, suggesting a ripe fieldgfor the edu- 
eator. Attention should be est, swift, 
exact, and many-sided. 

The lecturer next traced the different 
powers or stages of attention which the 
mind attains to, in its development from 
sense perception up to reason. These were, 
first, isolation of the object considered; 
second, analysis of the object into its qual- 
ities; third, abstraction of some one qual- 
ty; fourth, reflection, or the tracing of va- 
rious relations, such as classification, com- 
passion and contrast, cause and effect, etc., 
up to the fifth, self-relation or reason. 

It was next shown how these different 
stages or powers of mental growth. 
through attention, could and should be 
utilized by the .teacher, in imparting in- 
struction, an application being made at 
some length, to the teaching of history and 
grammar. 

The lecturer held the view that mind is 
‘an indivisible unit of energy,“ and that 
its so-called ‘‘facultieg’’ are not related to 
it like properties to a thing, but are rather 
different activities of the entire mind, at 
its different stages of sense-perception, 
representation and thinking, which stages 
can not be isolated from each other, but 
must be held in constant and intimate re- 
lation, the first stage rising to the second 
and the third, and these returning again 
and again upon the preceding stages, thus 
re-enforcing and enriching our conscious- 
ness. By way of illustration Mr. Cook 
contrasted the simple perception of a sav- 
age with the imaginative perception of 
Shakspere, or the thinking perception of 
Sir Isaac Newton. Before Newton’s time, 
astronomers saw the heavenly bodies only 
as separated from each other, he saw them 
in relation to a general plan or principle. 

The development of this power to grasp 
tegether, or to synthesize with the prac- 
tical complement, constructive power, 
should be the true end of all good teach- 
ing. 

In conclusion,Mr. Cook called attention to 
the eee stages, or enochs, of mind as 
cognition; namely, the intuitive, the imag- 
inative, and the logical epochs, the first 
being most prominent in the infant; the 
second, in the child, and the third in the 
youth. These stages must all be considered 
as educational processes. At its next meet- 
ing the lecturer will take up the intuitive 


epoch. 
THE ART SECTION. 

The increase of membership in the art 

sections caused the lecture of subsection (A) 
to be given in Room 201, which will be here- 
after used for this necticn. In his talk Mr.“ 
Win. Schuyler trace& the growth ofa new 
people in Italy durt the decline of the 
Empire and the migrations of the. Middle 
Ages. A people very different from the old 
Romans, though* speaking a corrupt form 
of their language, a people composed of 
Etruscans, Latins, Gauls, Oscans and Lom- 
bards. This people was the first to emerge 
from the military mire of Mediaeval feud- 
alism and lay the foundation of civic gov- 
arnment, commercial, industrial and polit- 
ical progress, a progress which found its 
full flower in the art and literature of the 
renaissance. Italy, north of Rome, though 
nominally a kingdom subject to the Em- 
peror, was really, after the victories of the 
Lombard league in the twelfth century, a 
collection of independent cities under the 
government of democracies, aristocratic 
theocracies or tyrants. The conditions be- 
ing similar to those of ancient Hellas and 
the race nearly as artistic in character, it 
naturally happened that a great revival of 
art, known as the ‘renaissance,’ should 
spring up under the direct inspiration of 
the rediscovered fragments of antique 
Greek art. Four cities stand supreme in 
this movement—Florence in Tuscany, repre- 
senting democracy; Milan in Lombardy, a 
tyranny; Venice, the queen of the Adriatic, 
a perfect aristocracy, and the “Eternal 
City.“ Rome, the most complete theocracy. 
These cities will be taken as representa- 
tives of the different phases of the renais- 
sance. Mr. Schuyler. then proceeded and 
gave a sketch of the social and political life 
in Florence at the time of Dante and Giotto, 
and showed how among such people as 
constituted its citizens the rise of art was 
a natural growth. Next meeting the sub- 
ject will be Milan Under the Sforzas, and 
Leonardo da Vinci, the Pure Artist.“ 
Art Section B met in Room 217, which was 
darkened for the lantern — illustrations, 
and in her explanatory talk 
Miss Fruchte said: To give to the gods, 
who ruled from the heights of Mount Olym- 
pus, ideal form was the chief aim. of the 
Greek artist and sculpture was the best 
instrumentality. In classic works still ex- 
tant, sculpture probably reaches its highest 
achievement, both in thought and in beau- 
ty, in the Apollo Belvedere. Apollo, the 
god of light, is also the god of enlighten- 
ment. He is the protector of life, and as 
purifier he saves-even the guilty ones, who 
as penitents, seek his aid against the 
avenging furies. As unifier, his oracle at 
Delphi commanded and partly united the 
Greeks for centuries. f 

As Apollo himself represents the purest 
and best attributes of the Olympian gods, 
so bis statue, though less imposing than 
the Olympian Zeus, is a greater triumph of 
typical ideal beauty. In this statue is 
found a complete union of spirit and mat- 
ter, the highest attainable result of classic 


art. 

If one seeks a higher form of art than 
that which is centered in and is expressive 
of the mere beautiful, he enust turn from } 
sculpture, the supreme art of the Greeks, 
to Painting, the highest art form of the 
Italians. 

In Italy in the early Renaissance may be 
found Glotto, the poet-paintér. who head 
the earnést naturalistic school, whic 
united a study of classic art with a true 
love of nature, and also imbues its c 
paintings and bas-reliefs with the tender.

Scenes from Texas history, farm and raneh 
He have been worked in many different 
grains, grasses, reeds, moss, Cactus, barks, 
andnuts. The great dome is a wonder of 
Gecoration, and at night 1,000 electric 
lights lend enchantment to one of the pret- 
tiest sights of the palace. 

The lower flooris occupied by various in- 
dustrial exhibitors and the administratioa 
offices. 

In the center of this floor is a grotto, which 
contains a fount of artesian water throwing 
a spray around a Marble statue of a 
nymph, The second floor is devoted to Texas. 


One finds the historic Alamo reproduced

A Building Association Share Holder 
Appeals to the Attorney-General.

BOWEN, III., Nov. 17.—A local sharehold- 
er in the Missouri Guarantee, Savings and 
Euilding Association of Hannibal, Mo., has 
eppealed to the Attorney General of IIII- 
nois for an interpretation of the rule on 
withdrawals and has been referred to the 
Attorney General of Missouri. 

Some two years and a half o this asso- 
ciation did a big business in all the Illinois 
Counties bordering on the Mississippi 
River. Last January when the law in 
this State requiring foreign loan associa- 
tions to deposit with State authorities se- 
curities to the amount of $100,000 before they 
could do business here was passed many 
withdrew from the State, among the num- 
ber being the Missouri Guarantee and Sav- 
ings Building Associations. The announce- 
ment was followed by the withdrawal of 
members. The association then enacted or, 
enforced a rule taxing all who withdrew 
one-tenth of one per cent on all they paid 
in. This is the claim of a local share- 
holder. Mr. T. C. Clayton, agent for the 
Wabash Railroad here, wished to with- 
draw, after having paid in $244, 
course of two years’ time. He did 
draw, but instead of getting the whole of 
the amount he had paid in together with 
interest.at the rate of 6 per cent per an- 
num, as he understood he would, he re- 
ceived $196, just 48 less than he had paid 
into the association. Mr. Clayton has writ- 
ten the Attorney General of Illinois con- 
cerning the matter and was referred by 
that official to the Attorney General of 
Missouri for a ruling on the question in dis- 
pute. 


A DAUGHTER OF SPAIN. 


Incidents Recalled bs the Death of Mrs. 
Vun Ness. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The early days of 
the nation are recalled by the death of 
Mrs. Madalena Van Ness, which occured 
Thursday morning at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. D’Auby, in Jersey City. 
She was the widow of Cornelius Van Ness, 
in his day one of the grep tye politi- 
cians in the country. He died in 1882. He 
was a Vermonter, and twice governor and 
chief justice of that State, after having 
achieved commercial success during the 
war of 1812. While governor he became a 
candidate for U. 8. Senator, but was de- 
feated by the influence of President John 
Quincy Adams. He ‘then boomed Andrew 
Jackson for President, but his State did 
not respond. When Jackson became pres- 
ident he made Van Ness minister to Spain. 
Shortly after his arrival in Spain his wife

Among the court attendants was a mem- 
ber of a noble family exiled from Hungary. 
At a State ball, this young man introduced 
his beautiful sister to the American Min- 
ister. In a short time she became the 
minister's bride. Coming to the United 
States, Mrs. Van Ness went with her hus- 
band to Vermont, where he lived quietly 
until President Tyler appointed Mr. Van 
Ness, collector of the port oft New York. 
Mrs. Van Ness used to tell with great an- 
imation of the excitement attending his 
incumbency, when her husband was 
charged with aiding in the celebrated Mac- 
kenzie disclosures, involving. Jesse Hoyt, 
Van Buren and Buhler co ndence.

A BIG TRICK FOR $19. 


An Alleged Policeman Plays an Elabo- 
rate @ame for a Sma)! Sum. 

CARTHAGE, Mo., Nov. 17.—A week ago 
last Saturday a tall well-dressed man, 
claiming. to be a Kansas City policeman, 
and looking for counterfeiters, came here 
and hirel a rig at Crandall’s livery sta- 
ble, to drive to Neosho. A driver was sent 
with him. A few miles out he came upon 


some campers by the roadside, took all 
their money, $19 in amount, and then com- 
pelled them to go to Neosho with him, a 
distance of twenty-five miles, where he 
would arraign them in the United States 
Court on the charge of counterfeiting. 
Although the alleged officer showed no 
credentials, and the prisoners protested 
their innocence, they obeyed his com- 
mands. About a half mile this side of 
Neosho he left the. party and took with 
him only one of the men arrested, who, he 
said, he would take to Springfield instead 
of Neosho for trial, and that the man 
would be found either guilty or innocent 
inside a couple of days, and if innocent 
could return promptly to his asociates. 
He ordered Garrett Sheffield, his driver, to 
return to Carthage and he would be back 
the next Wednesday and setle his 
bill. The alleged officer took his prisoner 
and started on foot for a small station 
three miles away to catch a train for 
Springfield, and Sheffield returned to this 
city. It is now a week past the time when 
the “policeman” said he would return, and

“Veterans of the Blue and Gray Took Occasion to Do Him 


Honor. 


Col. Jerome Hill's Story of How He Last Saw Gordon at Appomattox 
dn the Afternoon of Lee’s Surrender—Was Out With a Skirmish- 
ing Party When Custer Came in tne Confederate Lines Under 
Flag of Truce—Gen. Lee’s Address—Other Reminiscent Steries— 


Gordon’s Old Negro “Mammy.” 


On Monday night of the week just closed 
Gen. John B. Gordon of Georgia delivered 
a lecture at the Exposition in this city, his 
subject being The Last Days of the Con- 
federacy."’ The lecture was somewhat re- 
markable for one feature, outside of its own 
historical value, namely, that of attend- 
ance, occasion being taken by veterans of 
the blue and gray alike to listen to the 
reminiscences of 80 distinguished a leader 
as the brave man who commanded the right 
wing and front of the Army of Northern 
Virginia during those eventful days when 
that army made its last gallant and stub- 
born stand ending in its inevitable surren- 


der at Appomattox Court-house. 
Gen. Gordon was entertained on the oc- 
casion of his brief visit to St. Louis by both 


the local Confederate camp and the Loyal 
— the latter organization being com- 

of ex-officers of the Union Army who 
saw service during the civil war. He was 
introduced to the Exposition audience by 
Mai. Chas. E. Pearce of the Loyal Legion, 
and at the close of his lecture was escorted 
to the rooms of that organization, and 
there, together with his old comrades in 
arms of the Confederate camp, entertained 
in true soldier style. Songs and stories of 
old war times were in order, there was 
something to cheer the inner man while 
the songs were being sung and the stories 
told, and altogether the affair was one of 
those picturesque and touching reunions 
which in the course of but a few more 
years will be impossible, save on Fame's 
eternal camping ground,“ where the veter- 
“ans will, perhaps, again reassemble around 
“the bivouac of the dead.“ 

Naturally enough, the subject matter of 
Gen. Gordon’s lecture, and the fact that 
Gordon’s fame rests chiefly upon the record 
made by him during the closing years of 
the war, a record so brilliant as to cause 
Gen. Lee to express openly his regret that 
Gordon’s abilities had not been given fit- 
ting scope earlier in that great struggle. 
had the effect largely of confining the war 
stories to the days immediately preceding 
Lee’s surrender. There were present in the 
rooms of the Loyal Legion many who had 
served at that time and place, either in 
Lees Army of Northern Virginia or Grant’s 
Army of the Potomac, and it may be easily 
seen that there was no lack of reminiscent 
material. Gen. Gordon himself took a 
generous part in the story-telling, and so, 
‘with all differences forgotten and only the 
amusing or dramatic features of the war 
recalled. old army days were lived over 
aghin in laughing comradeship by Lanks“ 
and Rebs' alike. 

A historic review of the events ending in 
the surrender of Lee at Appomattox is cas- 
ily possible; what is of the greatest human 
interest and picturesque value now are the 
stories of men who were eye-witnesses to 
the scenes and incidents of those days. It 
is for this reason that to-day’s installment 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch” series of 
war-time stories is devoted to that period 
of the war thus brought up by Gen. Gor- 
don’s visit and lecture. 


Among the ex-Confederates who wel- 
comed Gen. Gordon to St. Louis and took 
part in his entertainment by the Confed- 
erate camp and the Loyal Legion was Col. 
Jerome Hill. Col. Hill was a soldier of that 
Wwar-worn, hungry and ragged army sur- 
rendered by Lee at Appomattox, and his 
service covered the entire duration of the 
civil war. Beginning with his enlistment 
in April, 1861, it ended in that other April of 
1865 with his parole from Grant, following 
the surrender at Appomattox—a parole au- 
thorizing him to return home not to be 
disturbed by United States authority so long 
as he observed his parole and the laws in 
force where he resided" and allowing him 
to retain his side-arms and private horses 
and baggage. 

On the day following Gen. Gordon’s visit 
to St. Louis I saw Col. Hill and had a little 
talk with him about Gordon and the last 
days of the Confederacy.” He is not in- 
clined, as a rule, to tell of his own ex- 
periences as a soldier, and enters serious

We 
did not kuow this at the time, but we knew 
that some important development was un- 
der way to account for a flag of truce ap- 
pearing at such a critical moment.

“This was not long in coming, and it came 
in the person of Gen. Gordon himself.

Between Longstreet and 
Gordon, in this formation, was Cutshaw's 
battalion, of which command my battery 
was a part. This battalion was originally 
of artillery, but at the time of the sur- 
render we were fighting as infantry. To 
this day I do not know whether we be- 
longed to Gordon’s or to Longstreet’s com- 
mand in those last days of our fighting, 
but only know that we were on Gordon's 
immediate left and that Longstreet’s corps 
came next to us. 

“On the morning of April 9, 1865, the day 
of the surrender, we were on the right wing 
of the army and were at the front fighting. 
There was yet a hope that we might break 
through and gain a more advantageous 
position, or at least where pursuit and cap- 
ture would be more difficult, although the 
arrival to the south of us of Sheridan, fol- 
lowing out Grant’s plan of campaign, had 
practically destroyed this hop@. Neverthe- 
less, fighting had been resumed on that 
morning and we were facing the enemy in 
action when the apppearance of a flag of 
truce put an end to hostilities. 

“The flag of truce was borne into our 
lines by a Union officer, who waved it aloft 
on the point of his sword as he rode for- 
ward. It called, of course, for a suspension 
of the fighting, but the only explanation 
then given was that a conference was be- 
ing held between Grant and Lee. We sol- 
diers did not know for what purpose the 
meeting had been arranged and there was 
certainiy no thought in the minds of any 
that surrender was imminent. We were 
starving and ragged, facing a superior 
army, but somehow the men always had 
the idea that they would get through all 
right, and thought of everything but sur- 
render as a solution of the situation. 

„When, following the appearance of the 
flag of truce, orders came to us to fall back 
to our original position, it began te look 
very much as if we had surrendered. it 
was then afternoon, and we fell back as or- 
dered, every man keenly on the alert to 
learn the full meaning of the abandonment 
of all warlike operations and the stiliness 
that had come over the two armies. So we 
waited, wondering what was to be the next 
developmest. 

“About 4'o’clock in the afternoon, or per- 
haps later, the battalion was formed in 
line, being some 300 strong, and its com- 
manding officer took his position in front, 
facing men. In a few words he made 

he announcement that the Army of 

orthern Virginia had been surrendered. 

“I do pot suppose there was ever a more 
remarka scene witnessed than that 
which followed. The men to whom the an- 
nouncement was made were veterans who

HANS CHRISTIAN ANDERSON, 


An American Women’s Impressions ef 
the Famous Dramatist. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Hans Christian Andersen was born on 
April 3, 1805, in a little place called Odenses, 
near Copenhagen, Denmark. His parents 
were plain people, but intelligent and good. 
His father was an undertaker and shoe- 
maker, and when he went out of that 
business he made a bedstead of the litter 
on which he conveyed the dead to their 
graves. The litter was made of plain plank 
covered with black cloth, and Hans Chris- 


tian Andersen was born on that bed. 

The people of Odense are mostly fisher- 
men. He 3 had but poor opportunity 
to gather that knowledge for which he 
constantly thirsted. Once while Hans An- 
dersen was studying geography he was 30 
anxious to know how the world appeared 
on the other side that he went out on the 
beach and, with a very long aad heavy iron 
rod, he commenced boring a hole in the 
‘sand to see if he could not make a peep hole 
into China. This made him the laughing 
stock of his neighbors, but he kept up 
his investigations through life, and his 
great mind penetrated at last into lands 
afar off. His dramatic creations were the 
first display of his fine talents. When 
quite a boy, when he had com- 
pleted his first drama, he 
conceived the idea of going to Copenhagen 
with it, and show it to the manager of the 
theater there. His parents were much ex- 
cited and consulted one of the wise women 
or witches of the place to decide whether 
The witch heard the 
play read and said, Les, let him go and 
try. He will one day be famous. The town 
of Odense will yet be illuminated on his 
account.“ 

This decided his movements. The next 
day after this prophecy he was on his way 
to Copenhagen. After reaching the first 
landing in Zealand he hurried ashore and 
went to Rk shed, where he knelt and offered 
up a prayer of thankfulness to the Great 
Giver of all things for his safe arrival, and 
invoked his help in getting work congenial 
to his taste and talents. The first place he 
entered after reaching Copenhagen Was 
the theater. There he called on an actress 
to whom he had a note of introduction, 
She refused to see him. Afterwards, when 
his plays were put upon the stage and he 
had become famous, this same actress as- 
sumed leading parts in plays she once 
coldly refused. 

A Ttriend of Hans Christian Andersen 
commended him to Frederick VI., who af- 
terward granted him a regular sum and 
placed him in a grammar school. He then 
began to write plays, poetry and prose arti- 
cles for different magazines and newspa- 
pers of Copenhagen. His fame became so 
great that he was granted a seat in the 
theater, where he witnessed with pride his 
tragedies and dramas as they were brought 
out nightly for years. It was not until his 
plays had won by their own merits the dis- 
tinction of being standard that he was of- 
fered the seat of honor, and which was 
held by him throvghont the rest of his 
life. While he occupied this seat of honor 
he would often hear from the lips of those 
near bye Look at him; “See how arro- 
gant he is? How proud he is.“ All of 
| which wus altogether wrong, for instead 
‘of arrogance and pride, he was at all times 
the most humble of men, the most prayer- 
ful. the very personification of humility 
and purity of character. He was made poet 
laureate of Denmark, and became a weekly 
visitor to the King and Queen.

Suddenly a 
huge ’gator emerged from a small lake and 
started toward a creek,coming immediately 
past the place where the boy was seated on 
the bank, kicking pebbles. The child 
started to put stumbling, fell head

rhi s owed him at once. 
— eawiand’s screams were heard, 
and the parents reached the scene in time 
to see the disappearance of their own son 
down the huge throat of the saurian. The 
father, never dreaming that the boy was 
not killed, shot the alligator, the ball, for- 
tunately, striking him in the eye and pene- 
trating. the brain. 

The feet of the boy were protruding from 
the mouth of the dead alligator, and with 
the thought of only obtaining his remains 
for burial, the reptile was cut open. There 
were signs of life and after several hours 
of hard work the father succeeded in re- 
suscitating the boy, the only sertous injury 
being to his ankles, which had been crushed 
by the reptile’s teeth when he was in the 
throes of death. 

Since that time Rowland has been a crip- 
ple, but only to the extent of having to 
wear steel braces on his ankles.

THE TEST. 


In the first place Dr. Gibbons will 
experience some difficulty in getting any 
physician who will be willing to apply 
such an extraordinary shock as 2,500 volts. 
If he should be mistaken in his assumption

perimenters would stand a good chance of 


undergoing the same experience at the 


hands of the law. 

Although they would be experimenting 
fn the interest of humanity and ‘society, 
their act could not be defined as anything 
but the wilful and premeditated taking of 
Dispatches from Syracuse fail 
to state whether he has succeeded in find- 
ing any one who is willing to risk becom- 
Ing a principal or accessory in a scientific 
murder. He has received letters from men 
‘who are willing to have a current run 
through their bodies for a consideration, 
but none of these offers have been accepted, 
nor is it probable they will be. It is stated

through with him. The condemned man at 
first refused to listen to the proposition, 
but has since been convinced that he stands 
‘no chance for life, and hes consented. 
Nothing remains but to secure the con- 
sent of Superintendent of Prisons Lathrop, 
and the doctor, will be on hand with his ap- 
paratus, confident that a man pronounced 
dead by the physicians will walk out of the 
prison a living nonentity so far as the law 
Is concerned, because he cannot be detained 
for one minute after it is certified that the 
decree of the court has been carried into 
effect. The law has no further control 
Over his body.

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COSSACK TAOTICS#. 


dome ef the interesting Movements of 
These Wild Cavelryomen.

While I was in Warsaw in 1891 the Don Cos 


sacks were making some interesting expert. 
ments that promise to have direct bearing 
upon the next campeicn. I was not per- 
mitted to be present, naturally, but heard 
about them from those who knew. 
One idea was to improvise a boat, using 
Cossack lances for ribs and eanvas for the 
‘skin. Lances were als > made o do service 
‘as Oars by a blade lashed on tothe end. In 
order to test the nower of these boats an at- 
tempt was made to cross the Vistula near the 
Fortress of Ivan-Gorod, in Poland, about 
sixty miles south of Warsaw, one of the most 
‘dangeroas crossing points on the river 
where the stream is rather strong and there 
are several whirlpools. The first boat wae 
Jaunehed within forty-fiVe minutes and 
quickly loaded with the saddles, arms 
and accoutrements of twenty men 
and was rowed dy six Cossacks.

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One over the K“ Une on the Burlington 
and one over the Missouri Pacific. Owing 
to the large amount of through southwes- 


tern mail turned over to the Missouri Pa- 
cific’s early train by the Vandalia—mail 
composed of letters and rs from Chi- 
cago and other eastern cities which are 
thus rushed into St. Louis, territory—that 
train is now self 1 But the Bur- 
lington’s train, which runs up as far as 
Burlington, is not self supporting. It never 
has been self supporting, and there is little 
chance that it will ever be. 

When this train was first put on at the 
request of the mornin eo they were 
given to understand t it must pay a 
certain amount, or that this amount must 
be made up. Accordingly subscriptions were 
asked, and upon the representation that 
such a train would help their business, 
merchants were induced to ,subgcribe 
money enough to pay the loss. T first 
call was to — support the train up to 
the 15th of last June. Then a contribution 
was asked to further support it up to Dec. 
15. The first subscription was cheerfully 
given as the merchants and business men 
were not posted. The second lévy came 
harder; but it was paid, and so far $8,000 
have been subscribed by the merchants 
to support a train which does no one but 
the morning papers any good. 

A couple of weeks or more ago, an agent 
was started out to raise the third amount 
which should pay the deficiency up to April 
15, 1895. It was stated that $4,000 was 
needed. Between now and then the Gov- 
ernment has a weighing and the merchants 
and others were told that this last 34,000 
would surely be the last as at the weighing 
it would be shown that the train was self 
supporting. But the story didn’t go. The 
merchants had come to the conclusion that 
the train had done them no good, and in- 
stead of $4,000 only 3400 was subscribe:l. 

That is the way the matter stands to-day. 
The train is being run at a loss and the 
merchants up to Dec. 15 will pay the loss. 

AFTERNOON TRAINS PAY. 

As compared with this showing, take the 
Knickerbocker special on the Big Four, 
which leaves here at noon. It has paid 
from the day it was put on, and to-day is 
the best-paying train the Big Four runs 
out of St. Louis. Take the Burlington train 
which leaves here at 11:40 a. m., almost 
noon. It also pays and always has. It is, 
in fact, one of the best paying trains on 
the Burlington system. he public wants 
trains that leave at hours which accommo- 
date people, and those are the trains 
which they patronize. Although there is 
a passenger coach on the morning mail, 
the people who ride on it are so’ few as 
to pe called nobody by Burlington offi- 
cials. 

The statement is often made that in the 
West, and people who make the statement 
call St. Louis the West,“ it is the through 
passengers which pay; that local trains run 
out 100 or 125 miles at seasonable hours 
would not pay; that if they would the rail- 
roads would put them on. One instance 
right here in the West, and farther west 
than St. Louis disproves this. There is 
on the Burlington a train which ff run 
into Kansas City every morning from 
Brookfield, Mo., and back to Brookfield 
every afternoon. The distance is 128 miles. 
It leaves Brookfield a few minutes after 7 
and gets into Kansas City at 10:20 a. m. 
Returning it leaves Kansas City at 4 p. 
m. and gets into Brookfleld at 7:20 p. m. 
It is the best patronized train on that end 
of the road. It is purely a shoppers’ train 
and carries the mail. It needs no support 
beyond its patronage. That a train leav- 
ing St. Louis at the same hour on the Bur- 
lington and running as far as Hannibal or 
even Quincy, would pay there is no doubt. 
Perhaps when the Burlington gets into the 
new Union Station it may run such a 
train. Rumor says it will. 

THE AFTERNOON TRAINS. 

There are some afternoon trains out of 
St. Louis, but they do not run far enough 
out. They all pay, though, and they would 
pay just as well or better, and would cer- 
tainly help the business community more 
if they were run farther. And they would 
in most cases accommodate more people if 
they wold start from an hour to an hour 
and a quarter earlier. Here is the list as 
shown by the time cards:

The much commented on engagement of 
one million in gold in London on Tuesday 
for shipment to this country doubtless rep- 
resents a subscription of five million as 
the bidders, by turning in one million ob- 
tain a practical call on e other four mil- 
lion, his in a way explains the transac- 
tion, which it is obvious would otherwise 
nvolve at the present rates of exchange a 
loss of six thousand dollars. Bids are al- 
ready making for the bonds when issued 
that indicate the stagnation of the demand 
for them. The difference between the last 
and the present issue, in method, shows 
that the treasury authorities have learned 
something in the meantime. It is plain 
that with exchange at the present rates. 


banking houses by selling their bills could 


subscribe for bonds, and through the agen- 
cles of their bank accounts draw the gold 
out of the treasury and then turn it in 
again on account of payment for bonds. 
There is no danger that this will be done, 
as the treasury will be in receipt of enough 
net gold to bring its holdings near the hun- 
dred million line, 

The treasury has issued a rather interest- 
ing pamphlet giving a list of the subscrib- 
ers to the last loan, and it is also set forth 
therein, in what manner the subscriptions 
were made. By reference to the list, it may 
be seen whether the banks, trust companies 
and firms who took the last issue, turned in 
gold previously held by them, or coin they 
withdrew from the treasury in exchange 
for legal tenders, It is hinted that a list 
of the concerns which withdraw gold in 
this manner for subscriptions will kept 
this time and thetr bids rejected. Of course 
when this becomes known there will be no 
object in conducting the process. In reject- 
ing bids of this the Secretary may be 
acting more strictly within his moral than 
legal limits, but he will at least have his 
hands held up by the better sentiment of 
the street, which was disgusted by the way 
in which many bidders for the list issue 
seemed to regard the, treasury as a help. 
less institution, out of which it was legiti- 
mate to exact any termes. 

When the present issue was forecast in 
this column several weeks ago, it was 
stated that it would be governed by more 
business-like methods, and when the final 
awards are made it will be seen from the 
results that such will prove the case. Now, 
that the real and threatening danger of 
the political ascendancy in the West, of 
the Populists has been averted, and buried, 
and now that the treasury has its balances 
fortified, with the, in both cases, bene- 
ficial effect on public confidence, there re- 
mains one other important process that can 
be undertaken and carried through by 
human effort. The three were the most 
important features that could have been 
attended by humaneeffort, and as the first 
two are finished., there remains the last, 
namely the rehabilitation of the bank- 
rupt railroads. ‘There will be no lasting 
financial health until this work is done. 

The security market must be cleared of 
the mess of defaulted bonds and assess- 
able stocks before any permanent improve- 
ment occurs there. The low prices of 
wheat and cotton, the blighted corn crop 
are the subjects which speculators are roll- 
ing over their.tongues and dwelling on, 
though they are all matters that can’t be 
helped, modified or influenced. The one 
practical point now before financial atten- 
tion is the necessitv for reorganizations. 
Not only is this the most important thing, 
but the lack of progress making, and the 
chief reason for it are among the most 
curious features. There are thousands of 
investors in the securities of these roads 
not receiving a cent of return on their 
million of dollars invested, who are seem- 
ingly content with the situation and indif- 
ferent to the dangers and inconveniences 
that threaten. 

There is only one way in which the neces- 
sary work can be accomplished, and that is 
by the joint concerted and loyal action 
of all classes of security holders working 
through the agency of one committee on 
reorganization, which shall be at once 
financially and mentally capable of formu- 
lating and carrying out a scheme of re- 
habilitation. The current market is dis- 
appointing more by reagon of the quick 
subsidence of outside interest that was 
beginning to manifest itself than on ac- 
count of the unsteadiness cf values. What- 
ever the next six months may hold in store 
for coal stocks, it is certain there is no 
liquidation in them and that the sellin 
of them has except in one instange ceased.
